EEGULATIONS. 


5tli  mo.,  1877. 

No  deposits  raised  l)y  charitable  contributions  shall  be  received,  and  none 
from  jiersons  whose  circumstances  will  enahle  them  to  purchase  a  supply  of 
fuel  in  the  season  when  it  is  plenty  in  the  market ;  or  from  those  who  keep  coal 
for  sale,  nor  from  the  keejiers  or  inmates  of  liouses  of  immoral  character,  in¬ 
cluding  taverns.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  deposit  with  more  than  one  of 
tlie  Receivers.  If  any  sucli  case  occurs,  the  claim  of  the  depositor  for  coal  W’ill 
))e  lialde  to  forfeiture,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fuel  Committee.  Fuel  will  be 
delivered  within  the  paved  limits  of  the  city,  from  the  1st  of  12th  month  (De¬ 
cember)  to  the  1st  of  3d  month  (March),  on  orders  signed  hy  the  Receivers  of 
Deposits.  Any  sum,  however  small,  will  l)e  received,  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  at 
any  one  time,  nor  the  price  of  tliree  tons  of  coal  in  one  season.  Dejjosits  to  be 
closed  the  31st  of  10th  month  (October),  without  an  order  from  the  Chairman 
of  the  Fuel  Committee  extending  the  time.

The  price  paid  for  it  by  the  Society  Avas  $4.95  per  ton 
for  stove  size,  and  $4.30  for  nut  size,  and  the  price  charged  to 
depositors  Avas  $4.25  for  stove  size,  and  $3.50  for  nut  size,  or 
about  75  cents  per  ton  below  cost.

CONSTITUTION. 


Whereas,  the  article  of  Fuel  constitutes  an  important  item 
in  the  public,  as  well  as  private  expenditure  for  the  support  of 
the  poor,  and  it  being  expedient  to  devise  some  plan  to  diminish 
the  increasing  demand  on  public  beneficence,  and  also  to  afibrd 
encouragement  to  habits  of  industry  and  economy ;  therefore  a 
number  of  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  desirous  of  promoting  these 
objects,  have  associated  themselves  under  the  title  of  ‘‘The 
Fuel  Savings  Society  op  the  City  and  Liberties  of 
Philadelphia.” 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  OFFICERS 

Shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  twelve  Managers,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board ;  and 
shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  remain  in  office  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  be  appointed. 


ARTICLE  II. 

THE  TREASURER 

Shall  hold  all  moneys  and  other  funds  belonging  to  the  Society, 
and  pay  the  same  on  orders  signed  by  the  presiding  officer 
countersigned  liy  the  Secretary  j  and  shall  give  such  security  as 
may  be  recpiired  by  the  Board,  His  accounts  shall  be  examined 
annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE  MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  Shall  have  power  to  elect  members  of  the  Society, 
make  by-laws,  accept  resignations,  supply  vacancies  in  their  own 
(10) 
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body,  and  generally  to  transact  tlie  business  of  the  Society  in  its 
recess. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  after  their  elec¬ 
tion,  and  subsequently  hold  Stated  Meetings,  in  each  month  ex¬ 
cept  July,  August,  and  September.  Special  Meetings  may  be 
convened  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  by 
either  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  if  requested  in  writing  by  two 
members. 

Sec.  3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time. 

FUEL  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  4.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Fuel  Committee,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  purchase  fuel  on  the  best  terms ;  to  provide  a 
place  for  storing  it ;  to  superintend  its  distribution,  and  to  report 
their  proceedings  at  each  stated  meeting ;  and  when  their  pur¬ 
chases  are  complete,  to  report  the  average  cost  of  fuel,  to  enable 
the  Board  to  determine  the  price  for  the  coming  season, 

eeceivees  of  deposits. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  appoint  suitable  agents  to  receive  deposits, 
\\dio  shall  pay  over  the  amount  when  called  for  by  the  Man¬ 
agers. 

The  deposits  from  any  one  person  shall  be  limited  by  the 
Board,  and  be  subject  to  such  other  regulations  as  may  be  adopted. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
depositoes 

Shall  be  entitled  to  draw  Fuel  in  winter  to  the  amount  of  their 
deposits,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Managers  may  adopt, 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEMBERS. 

Candidates  for  membership  shall  be  proposed  at  a  meeting 
previous  to  that  at  which  they  are  ballotted  for ;  and  the  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  those  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 
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ARTICLE  YI. 

CONTKIBUTIOXS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Society  shall  hav^e  power  to  assess  an  annual 
contril)ution  upon  its  members,  for  the  support  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  provided  the  clear  yearly  income  of  this  Society  from  all 
sources  shall  not  exceed  $2000.  Ten  dollars  in  one  payment 
shall  constitute  a  life  membership.  The  clear  yearly  income 
shall  not  exceed  $2000. 

Sec.  2.  Yo  officer  or  other  member  of  the  Society  shall,  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly,  receive  any  compensation  for  services  rend¬ 
ered  the  Institution  :  nor  shall  they  be  responsible  for  any  losses 
that  may  occur. 

ARTICLE  Yll. 

AETEEATIONS. 

Xo  alteration  in  the  foregoing  articles  shall  be  made,  unless 
proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the  Managers,  and  concurred  in  at 
another,  and  finally  conlirmed  by  the  Society;  unless  the  same 
be  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  agreed  to  at  a 
subsequent  meeting.  Xo  By-I^aws,  Rules,  or  Regulations 
shall  lie  made  contrary  to  the  Constitution  or  I^aws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  this  Con¬ 
stitution. 


Form  of  Bequest  of  Personal  Estate. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “Fuel  Savings  Society  of  the  City 
and  Liberties  of  Philadelphia,”  the  sum  of 
towards  promoting  the  olijects  of  said  Society. 


Form  of  a  Devise  of  Real  Estate. 

I  give  and  devise  to  the  “Enel  Savings  Society  of  the  City 
and  Liberties  of  Philadelphia,”  all  that  (here  describe  the  pro- 
jierty),  together  with  the  appurtenances,  to  hold  to  the  said  “Fuel 
Savings  Society  of  the  City  and  Liberties  of  Philadelphia,”  for 
ever,  to  be  disposed  of  and  conveyed  by  the  said  Society  in  any 
manner  which  will  jironiote  its  interests  and  objects. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 
1877-1878. 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  PRESIDENT 

Shall  preside  at  meetings;  and  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents;  in  their  •absence,  a  Chairman  shall  be  appointed  for 
that  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  SECRETARY 

Shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Board ;  notify  the  members 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  take  charge  of  the  books  and 
papers ;  notify  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  of  the  objects 
of  its  appointment,  and  the  names  of  colleagues ;  and  jierform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  III. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Sec.  1.  The  roll  call  at  the  hour  appointed. 

First.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  read,  and,  if  necessary, 
corrected. 

Second.  Letters  or  communications. 

Third.  Reports  of  standing  Committees. 

Fourth.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

Fifth.  Treasurer’s  Report. 

Sixth.  Unfinished  business. 

Seventh.  New  business. 

Sec.  2.  Motions  to  commit,  postpone,  divide  a  cpiestion,  or 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  member  may  appeal  to  the  Board  from  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Chair. 

Sec.  4.  The  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  at 
the  request  of  two  members. 

Sec.  5.  Wlien  a  vote  is  equally  divided  upon  any  question, 
tlie  ])residing  officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  6.  l^o  one  shall  withdi’aw  from  the  meeting  without 
leave  from  the  presiding  officer. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MEETINGS. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  monthly,  except 
7th  month,  (July)  8th  month,  (August)  and  9th  month,  (Sep¬ 
tember)  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1.  Shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Board ;  and  they  shall  report  in 
writing. 

Committee  of  Accounts. 

Sec.  2.  A  Standing  Committee  of  three  shall  examine  all 
claims;  at  least  tw'O  of  whom  shall  approve  thereof,  prior  to 
their  being  paid ;  except  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board. 

The  Fuel  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Shall  consist  of  four  members,  who  shall,  under  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Board,  contract  for  fuel  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Board.  They  shall  also  propose  suitable  persons  as  Receivers  of 
Deposits ;  shall  furnish  them  with  the  books,  blanks,  &c.,  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  jierformance  of  their  duties,  and  generally  super¬ 
vise  their  actions  and  accounts. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

THE  KECEIVERS. 

Sec.  1.  Shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  they  alone  shall 
receive  money  from  depositors. 
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Sec.  II.  They  shall  furnish  each  depositor  with  a  pass-book, 
and  enter  therein  the  date  and  amount  of  each  deposit,  and  the 
date  and  amount  of  all  orders  for  fuel. 

Sec.  III.  They  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  deposits,  and 
furnish  a  statement  to  the  Board  monthly,  or  at  snch  times  as 
they  may  direct;  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  when  called 
upon,  all  moneys  received. 

Sec.  IV.  jSTo  deposit  shall  be  received  after  the  31st  day  of 
10th  month  (October),  on  account  of  the  current  year,  unless 
authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board ;  but  deposits  may  be 
received  at  any  time  on  the  next  year’s  account. 

Sec.  V.  In  giving  orders  for  fuel,  if  there  should  be  a  bal¬ 
ance  due  any  depositor,  short  of  the  price  of  a  quarter  of  a  ton 
of  coal,  the  receiver  is  authorized  to  give  an  order  on  the  Treas¬ 
urer  for  said  balance;  and  any  depositor,  or  his  or  her  legal 
representatives,  may  demand  and  receive  from  the  Treasurer  the 
full  amount  of  his  or  her  deposits  upon  an  order  to  be  given  by 
the  Receiver  with  whom  such  deposits  have  been  made,  pro¬ 
vided  that  such  order  has  been  obtained  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
12th  month  (December),  of  the  current  year. 

Sec.  VI.  They  shall  record  in  a  book  the  name,  residence  and 
occupation  of  each  depositor ;  the  number  of  male  and  female 
adults  in  the  family;  and  the  number  of  children. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

DEPOSITORS. 

Sec.  I.  No  deposit  shall  be  received,  raised  by  charitable  con¬ 
tributions. 

Sec.  II.  Fuel  may  be  delivered  to  depositors,  on  and  after 
12th  month  1st  (December.) 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

No  alteration  in  the  foregoing  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless 
submitted  to  a  previous  meeting,  and  notice  thereof  given  to 
members  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  vote  of  two-thirds  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  make  a  change.
